Administration  .  Local  Health  Services 

These  aro  administerod  by  the  Health  Committee  for  the  County  Council; 
there  is  no  decentralisation  nor  are  thero  any  sub-committees.  The  Health 
Committee  consists  of  10  members  of  the  Council  (plus  tho  Chairman  ex-officio) 
and  co-opted  members  nominated  by  tho  Education  Committee,  the  Medical  Profession 
in  tho  County,  the  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Executive  Council,  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  (Rutland  Branch)  and  tho  Rutland  Memorial  Hospital. 

Tho  Medical  Officer  of  Hoalth  (who  is  also  School  Medical  Officer) 
is  assisted  by  a  Nursing  Officer  and  nn  Ambulance  Officer  (both  of  whom  havo 
other  duties) . 


PllmgJldinr.tion  and.  Co-operation  with  other  part 3 1  of  tho  N.H.S. 

The  Medical  Officer  is  a  member  of  tho  Local  Medical  Gom'ittoe, 
th„  Obstetric  Committee  of  tho  Executive  Council  and  the  Leicestershire  and 
Rutland  Medical  Co-ordinating  Committee, 

Health  Visitors  and  nursing  staff  co-operate  with  general  practitioners 
in  tho  care  of  patients  under  treatment,  expectant  mother^  and  young  children. 

One  general  praotitioncr  attends  in  a  Voluntary  Capacity  at  the 
Uppingham  Welfare  Centro. 

Tho  Chest  Physician  of  tho  East  Anglian  Hospital  Board  advises  the 
Council  regarding  tho  after  caro  of  Tuberculosis  eaScs'  and  examines  contacts. 

Tho  Director  of  the  Ministry's  Laboratory  at  Leicester  is  alwpys 
very  helpful  in  any  matters  of  an  epidemiological  mturG. 


Voluntary  Organisations 

The  County  Organisor  of  tho  Women's  Voluntary  Services  directs  the 
Domestic  Help  Service  for  the  County  Council, 

The  British  Rod  Cross  Society  (Rutland  branch)  maintain  tho 
Medical  Loan  Depots  throughout  the  County. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  (Stamford  branch)  operate  the 
Sitting-car  service  on  an  agoncy  basis  in  tho  Eastern  part  of  the  County. 

The  St.  John's  Ambulance  Association  (Stamford)  operate  an  ambulance 
service  on  an  agoncy  basis  in  tho  Eastorn  part  of  the  County. 
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Care  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothors  and  children  under  school  age 


Thorc  arc  no  ante  natal  olinics  run  by  the  County  Council  and  all 
expectant  mothers  aro  examined  cithor  by  gonoral  practitionors  ot  thoir 
surgeries  or  at  the  ante  natal  cHnics  held  at  tho  Stanford  and  Melton  hospitals. 
Maternity  outfits  arc  suppliod  free  of  charge  to  every  case  confined  at  hone. 

Unmarried  mothers  arc  roforrod  to  tho  Peterborough  Moral  Welfare 
Association  and  admitted  to  tho  St.  Saviour's  Maternity  Hot>..o ,  Northampton 
vfhen  homo  care  is  not  av.il able  —  tho  County  Council  contributing  towards 
the  cr'st  of  ’aaintona.nco, 

Tlioro  -re  4  County  Council  Infant  Wclfaro  Centres  and  2  Voluntary 
pentres  at  tho  K.A.F.  and  R.CLA.F.  Aerodromes  in  the  County  at  which  the 
Council's  Health  Visitors  attend. 

National  Driod  Milk  is  sold  et  tho  clinics  and  Food  Offices.  Vitamins, 
infant  food  and  cereals  can  also  bo  bought  fit  tho  welfare  centres. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  childron  now  rocoivo  dontal 
c  re  under  the  ordinary  N.N.S.  arrangements. 

There  aro  2  Health  Visitors  who  attond  all  households  where  births 
lave  been  notified  and  give  advise  on  foyding  and  other  problems. 


tonic iliary  Midwifery  and  Homo  Nursing 

7  District  Nursc/Midwives  aro  employed ,  of  whom  6  arc  State  Registered 
torses  holding  tho  S.C.M.  j  one  only  has  tho  SC  Throe  arc  Queen's  trained 

for  District  Nursing.  Tho  Nursing  Superintendent  is  also  tho  Non-Medical 
Supervisor  of  Mid wives whose  dutioe  are  confined  to  the  supervision  of  midwives 
jmployod  on  authority's  domiciliary  service .  All  tho  mid  wives  emplycd  arc 

qualified  to  administer  gas  and  air  analgesia;  they  carry  out  ante  natal  super¬ 
vision  of  all  booked  cases,  visiting  monthly  for  7  months,  fortnightly  during 
the  8th  month  and  weekly  during  tho  9th  month,  Thoy  work  in  co-operation  with 
Local  general  medical  practitioners.  Thoy  also  attond  cases  admitted  to  a 
private  nursing  homo  in  which  tho  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  contract- 
lcl  bods.  The  Supervisor  selects  casos  whoso  confinement  in  hospital  or  nursing 
;ono  is  roe  o;  vended  on  social  grounds. 

The  Idwivos  attend  in  turn  refresher  courses  organised  by  the  Royal 

toiiog©  0f  iadwivos. 

Cases  for  home  nursing  ar,<  roforrod  by  fpmvrnl  practitioners  and 
lospitals,  either  direct  to  the  district  nurac  or  through  tho  County  Super¬ 
intendent.

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Ambulance  Service 

The-  number  of  journeys  undertaken  shows  an  incrcaso  of  approximately 
500  ovor  1951.  It  would  appear  that  the  demands  upon  the  service  are  now 
xjconin.  stable,  as  almost  the  sane  number  of  journeys  .are  made  each  month. 

All  local  hospitals,  nodical  practitioners,  nurses,  police,  etc. 
h  vo  bc^n  informed  of  the  action  to  be  taken  in  calling  for  on  ambulance  n.nd 
no  abuses  have  had  to  be  reported. 

There  are  now  two  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  cor  in  operation 
as  against  one  ambulance  at  1st  Dcconber,  1949 j  and  pood  garage  accommodation 
has  been  obtained  at  Stud  House,  Oakham,  which  is  the  property  of  the  County 
Council. 


Personnel  consists  of  two  full  time  ambulance  drivers  in  whose  homes 
telephones  are  installed.  The  sorvicos  of  a  part-time  driver  ore  also 
^  v  dlablo  j  but  unfortunately  the  nature  of  his  employment  nrovents  his  always 
‘Oing  available  immediately  his  services  are  required,  and  some  other  arrange- 
■'  nt  may  have  to  bo  considered. 


Mental  Health 


(a)  The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
matters  connected  with  mental  illness  and  mental  defectiveness. 

(b)  No  Medical  Officers,  other  than  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
are  omoloyod  for  this  work.  There  is  one  Duly  Authorised  Officer 
(formerly  the  Relieving  Officer). 

J  Mental  icfectivos  on  licence  fr^m  institutions  are  supervised  by 
the  Health  Visitors,  who  have  had  no  specialised  training  in 
any  form  of  mental  work.  No  arrangements  have  been  initiated 
for  the  training  of  staff. 

XhP.c in-. t ion  and  Immunisation 

The  health  Visitors  always  stress  the  advisability  of  vaccination 
ane  immunisation  when  talking  to  the  mothers  of  babies  and  young  children; 

.ana  inform  them  th?.t  those  can  be  done  cither  by  the  family  doctor,  and,  in 
the  case  of  i-nunisation  against  diphthoria  also  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

The  facilities  available  have  been  published  in  the  local  press  and 
exhibited  by  slides  at  the  cinemas  in  the  County.  There  are  also  arrangements 
for  ’'boosting”  injections  against  diphtheria  at  tho  County  schools  for  all 
children  whose  parents  have  given  their  written  consent.  Immunisation  against 
whooping  cough,  usually  combined  with  diphtheria  prophylaxis,  is  given  by  some 
of  the  general  practitioners.

Thoro  os  no  Tuberculosis  Clinic  in  the  County  and  eases  attend  tho 
Chest  Clinics  at  Melton  Mowbray  and  Stanford  whero  they  aro  seen  by  tho 
respective  Chost  Physicians  of  the  Sheffield  and  East  Anglian  Hospital 
I  Boards.  Domiciliary  treatment  of  active  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
awaiting  admission  to  sanatorium  (consisting  of  in.joctimn of  Streptomycin 
|  and  P.A.S.)  ir  given  by  tv,.;  district  rnrrnoc-  oncLr  tho  supervision  of  the 
i  f  coily  doctor. 

One  of  the  Council’s  Health  Visitors  calls  at  the  home  of  every 
notified  case  of  tuberculosis  and  arranges  for  the  examination  of  contacts 
I  and  reports  on  the  home  conditions.  Cases  found  t<~>  bo  inadequately  housed 
[  are  referred  by  tho  Health  Conmittcu  to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  with  a 
rottomendation  for  re-housing  whore  possible.  Nursing  requisites,  bedding 
and  garden  shelters  arc  provided  when  necessary. 

Tho  supply  of  free  Milk  to  one  chronic  case  was  continued  during  the

The  Leicester  area  M.H.R.  Unit  paid  no.  routine  visit  to  the  County 
during  the  year.  It  did,  however,  pay  a  sneoial  visit  to  a  factory  in 
Oakham  during  November,  where  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  had  occurred. 

Non-Ropire.tory  Tuberculosis 

An  epidemic  of  milk  borne  infection  occurred  in  the  Uppingham  Rural 
District  during  the  early  summer.  The  outbreak  was  investigated  by  the 
local  L. O.II.  and  Sanitary  Inspector}  and  after  all  raw  milk  retailed  by 
one  producer  retailer  was  pasteurised  no  further  cases  occurred,  though  delayed 
notifications  were  received  from  practitioners  for  some  months  afterwords.

The  Hone  Help  Service  is  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Organiser 
of  tho  Women's  Voluntary  Services,  who  ip  assisted  by  a  clerk  whe  combines 
this  work  with  W. V.S.  clerical  duties. 

There  are  4  part-time  hone  helps  (nlus  3  casual  for  the  outlying 

GS)  •  tho  rato  of  pay  is  1/lOd  ocr  hour - the  part-time  helps  being 

given  r.  guaranteed  weekly  wage  of  37/6  (15  hours). 

Tho  Organiser  is  of  the  opinion  that  not  sufficient  use  is  made 
of  the  service  by  doctors  and  nurses  and  this  keeps  the  cost  of  administration 
higher  than  it  need  be.  Difficulty  in  attracting  the  right  type  of  women  for 
tho  work  she  attributes  to  the  higher  wages  mid  to  daily  halos  in  private 
houses,  close  to  their  own  homes  — •  trovollin"  lnn  ■  iitnnccs  in  rural  areas 
acting  as  a  determent. 


Probably  more  use  would  be  made  of  the  service  for  freeing  hospital 
boas  if  it  were  free,  as  many  people  consider  it  toe  expensive;  although  special 
fc  ns id or  .tion  is  given  to  cases  of  hardship.
